The impressions which prevailed 1 
the old days, that the foresis of Can- 
ida were inexhaustible, that. trees 
were enemies to progress, and that 
even if the forest shoul suffer logs, 
substitutes could be readily found to 
take its place, are rapiuly passing 
away. The forests of Canada are not 
inexhaustible; in fact, at tr. present 
rate of cittting, there ir timber enough 
to last much less than half a century; 
unless we thoroughly - protect the 
young growth now coming. Instead 
of decreasing, the quantity of wood 
consumed per capita in the last quar- 
ter century is 4s great as, or greater 
than, it ever was, despite the tre- 
mendous advances which have been 
made in the adoption of c>ment, steel, 
and other products as substitutes for 
wood. Evidently, there is a crisis 
approaching. Wuropean nations be by 
need all their wood surplu and vast- 
ly more;. Canada and the Uniti 
States must ‘ook to their own sup- 
plies to meet the onrush of our wood- 
devouring civilization. : 

But the crisis fs not 60 much to 
be feared in the consumption of wood 
as in the cestruction of the great Bal- 
ance Wheel of Nature. Says Gifford 
Pinchot, ex-Chief Forester of 
United States, “The connection 
tween forests and rivers is like that 
between father and son. No forests, 
no rivers.” The floods and droughts 
of the Far East, of Sicily, Crete and 
Spain, the torrents and erosion of 
France and some parts_of America, 
are due practically alone to the de- 
‘orestation of the mountain slopes, 

Dr. B, B. Fernow has clearly stat- 
61 the great issue as it stands before 
the people of Canada to-day: 

“When the questions of the extea: 
sion of suffrage to woiaen, of ta 
taxation, of coinage and currency, 
which sre all merely incidents, will 
have sunk into the background, the 
question of the economy of the resour- 
ces which constitute and sustain the 
political commercial, and social pow, 
er of the nation—long neglected—wi 
still claim atienticn; for only those 
nations who develop their -naturaél re- 
sources economically, and avojd the 
waste of that which™they ; rodue¢e, can 
maintain their power or even gecure 
the con‘inuence of their separate ex- 
istence, A nation may cease to ex- 
ist as well by the decay of its re 
scurces ap by the extinction of its 
patriotic spirit. While w2 are de- 
bating over tha best method: of dis- | 
posing of our wealth, we gradually | 
lose our very capital with out even 
realizing the fact. Whether fertile | 
lands are turnec into deserts, forests | 
i:.to waste places, brooks into tor-| 
rents, rivers changed frou means of; 
power and intercourse into means of! 
destructioy and desolation—these sre 
questions which concern the material 
existence itself of society; and since 
such changes become often irrevers-
